The British labor council which is 
vigorously opposing any and all war 
measures' against soviet Russia, was 
hastily called to consider action in 
fview of the new French attitude. 
Premier Lloyd George,, who 
has 
‘*been making tremendous efforts to 
‘restore peace in the east and pre­ 


vent a new war from sweeping Eu­ 
rope was plainly anxious.

residence at No. IO Downing street, 
just before noon that no French note

Woman Suffrage is hanging by a slim margin, for the time 
being, but is as sure to be finally adopted, as that the sun will 
shine tomorrow or any day. 
The proposed amendment to the Constitution of the United 
♦States, which will be the 19th, giving women the right to vote, 
has already been ratified by 35 states (25 Republican and 6 
^.Democratic) all but one of the 36 States necessary to make it a 
law . 
The legislature of Tennessee has been called in special session 
to act on the question, the Governor 
has strongly urged 
its 
(passage, and the result will be known in a very few* days. 
“If Tennessee fails to ratify, the women will concentrate 
promptly all their energies on North Carolinu. lf neither state 
ratifies they will appeal for special sessions in Connecticut and 
Vermont.” 
The proposed Amendment to the constitution on this subject 
reads as follows: “The rights of citizens of the United States to 
vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States, or by 
any State, on account of sex. 
Congress shall have the power, 
by appropriate legislation, to enforce 
the provisions of 
this 
article.” This was adopted in the House of Representatives May 
21, 1919, by a vote of 304 to 89, and in the Senate June 4, 1919, 
by a vote of 56 to 25. 
The reason the women are active on the subject now is be­ 
cause of the coming Presidential election in November. Some of 
them, who have for half a century looked forward to the glad 
day when their rights as citizens should not be clashed with 
imbecils and idiots, will feel a new thrill of adoration for their 
beloved country. 
Alas, how mean it has been that women have so long been 
deprived of what should have been their natural right long ago. 
Thousands of them property owners, have been subjected to 
the same indignity against which our forefathers fought, “taxa­ 
tion without representation.” 
What right had their brother, a “mere man,” to abrogate to 
himself the privilege of running the government, taking the fat 
offices and pay, and relegating his sisters to the kitchen and 
nursery? Simple arrogance and nothing less. 
But a new day is downing, and a better day. The day when 
women will take a hand in politics, and not to any disadvantage.

“Both the old parties, at their national 
conventions, lacked the courage to stand either for or against 
the enforcement of prohibition, even after it had been written 
in the constitution and law.” 
Think you this would have been 
the case if women had been in control?

SUMMER VEGETABLES. 
Okra—Take one pint of young, 
tender okra. Put the pods whole in 
a granite saucepan of boiling salt­ 
ed water. 
Boil until tender. Drain 
and while hot pour melted butter, 
pepper and salt over it, and vine­ 
gar if liked. 
Stuffed Egg Plant— Cook turnip 
greens until tender, then chop them 
very fine. To each cup of greens 
add two eggs, two snowflake crack­ 
ers rolled fine, half a cup of grated 
Parm esan cheese, pepper and salt 
to taste, and parboil two eggplants, 
and when tender cut in half and 
scoop out the pulp.

board, scrub, rinse and set out in 
the sun to dry. 
Equal parts of cream of ta rta r 
and common salt will remove rust 
stains. 
Wet the spot and spread 
the m ixture on thickly; place m a­ 
terial in the sun. 
Before dusting your electric fix­ 
tures turn on the lights and the 
filaments will not break if jarred. 
To remove grease from wall pa­ 
per rub spot with powdered chalk 
and allow it to rem ain about half 
an hour, robbing it off with soft 
brush or cloth. 
Several 
treat­ 
m ents of this will remove the spots 
entirely. 
W ash crex rugs or m atting that 
has become dingy with salt 
and 
w ater and rub dry quickly with a 
cloth. 
It will clear and brighten 
the colors. 
A bit of oil dropped on the head 
of rusty tacks 
makes their re­ 
moval easy. 
T ry placing a hot iron on the 
head of a rusty screw for a few 
m inutes, using the screw 
driver 
immediately after removing 
the 
iron. 
Mix powdered ochre with corn­ 
starch to the required shade and 
tin t your white lace. 
It will do 
the work better than a bath 
in 
liquid dye. 
You take away some­ 
thing of the new appearance of 
lace when you wet it. 
The ochre 
may be used clear if a deeper yel­ 
low is desired. Rub well and shake 
thoroughly and it will not rub off 
afterw ard. 
Organdies, chiffons, veils and all 
other sheer and delicate m aterials 
can be restored to their original 
crispness by adding three table­ 
spoonsful of
